•CHICAGO, Nov. 1.—CharRi .Whitney 


Xorton, eaid bv the police'and-the pop" 
t:i\ authorities to be .responsible for. ex- 
tensive swindling operations, is under ar- 
rest here, and will be turned over to the 
federal oflicer by the local police who 
took him into custody. It is claimed 
that Norton-has defrauded people in all 
parts of the United States out of bonds- 
and securities amounting to $3,000,000. 


li, is claimed by the officers of justice 


that Norton would obtain stock from 
any person who would trust him and 
agree to sell it in 
the market. He 


might, the police declare,'sell, the stock, 
and he might retain it, b°ut the result 
to the person owning the stock was the 
siimc. They would 
receive no money 


from Norton, nor would the stock bo 
relumed to them, 'He was -first taken 
into custody by the police three dny.i 
ago and they held him without prefer- 
ring any charge' against him until 
a 


searcli could be mode for securities said 
to be held by him'aggregating in value 
about $3,000,000. 


In liis room were found bonds, stocks, 


abstracts of land titles, first mortgages 
uiict other negotiable paper, the greater 
part of which, is thought to be genuine, 
nnd worth almost $2,000,000. Other pa- 
pers were found valued on their ::ace at 
ibout $1,000,000 more, but their value 
is doubtful. It is claimed that Norton 
jv selling and trading these .securities 
has made many thousands of dollars. The 
postal authorities declare that they have

The earthquake nnd fire which wiped 


out the business section of San Francis- 
co seems to have worked a great change 
throughout'the entire Pacific coast re- 
gion, other coast cities having profited 
to'a considerable extent by her misfor- 
tune. While there are 'many persons 
who have visited the stricken city are of 
the opinion that San Francisco will-nev- 
er be the samevgrcat metropolis of the 
west, there are' possibly a great many 
more who'believe that she . will 
arise 


from her dusty condition within, a few 
short" years greater than ever. The 
change worked, on the coast in a busi- 
ness way may b'e but a temporary one, 
but by many it is feared'that San Fran- 
cisco has lost many of her largest busi- 
ness institutions forever.

bishop of the Episcopal diocese of Mil- 
waukee, and one of the most 
widely 


known and influential high churchmen in 
the country, who died at the Episcopal 
residence, Juneau avenue and Cass street, 
yesterday afternoon at 4:10 o'clock. 
Death was due to heart disease and came 
peacefully, bringing to a close an illness 
of eighteen months' duration. With him 
at the time of his death were his son,, 
Isaac Lea Nicholson, Jr., and wife; Can- 
on C. B. B. Wright of All Saintd' cathe- 
dral, secretary to the bishop, and Dr. S. 
B. Sperry, the bishop's physician. 


The Rt. Rev. William Walter Webb, 


bishop coadjutor of the diocese and Bish- 
op Nicholson's successor in office, "was 
not at the bedside of his leader when tho 
end came, for while the bishop's death 
had been expected, it was not thought 
that' it would come so soon. Saturday 
it was not believed that t"here was any 
•immediate danger and Bishop'Webb went 


rto Lancaster for Sunday services. Belay- 
ed by a late train,- he returned yesterday 
afternoon to find that"-the bishop had 
breathed his last but a few •'minutes be- 
fore his arrival.

UNCONSCIOUS AT. DEATH. 


' •' The final sinking spell which ended in 
death came early yesterday afternoon, 
the bishop having been conscious for a 
few minutes during the forenoon. Con- 
fined to his room almost continuously 
since last August the eminent church- 
man managed to supervise a part of the 
work of the dioceee until about a month 
ago. Then he began to fail steadily and 
for the last three weeks he had slept the 
greater part of the time, waking occa- 
sionally for a few minutes. In some of 
these waking'fperibdW-he was ablE-to'rcc- 
ognize ^tho'se about him-and to give them 
advice concerning affairs of the diocese 
and his personal household. In others 
he did hot awaken to complete con- 
sciousness. 


From the first Bishop Nicholson seem- 


isd to know that his. illness was but the 
forerunner of the summons into the life 
hereafter. Frequently did he make al- 
lusion to the time when he would no 
more lead his flock and many were the 
messages of love and fatherly solicitude 
which he sent out from.his study when 
no longer able to preside.'at the business 
meetings of the diocese or .at the eccles- 
.iastical functions in the ] cathedral and 
at Nashotah. For the last .tnr.ee weeks 
the parishes of the diocese had united in 
prayer for him at their Sunday, services. 


•• TO HOLD FUNERAL'TOMORROW. 


As soon as possible after the news of 


his. death had been telephoned .to Nash- 
otah house Canon H. B.. St. George ar- 
rived at the Episcopal residence to con- 
fer "with the family, with Bishop Webb 
and with Canon Wright on the arrange- 
ments for the funeral service. 


Owing to the fact that Thursday will 


be All Saints' day with special services 
in the parishes of the dioaese, the funer- 
al -will be held tomorrow morning.at 0 
o'clock in All Saints' cathedral.

BODY TO LIE IN STATE. 


Bishop Nicholson's body will be taken 


from the residence to the cathedral on 
Tuesday night and it will lie in state in 
the cathedral.

The death .of Bishop" Nicholson brings 


to a close a remarkable career, the head 
of the. Milwaukee diocese having won 
recognition for distinctive merit both as 
a business man, 'an organizer and an ex- 
ecutive, and as a churchman of conspicu- 
ous forcefulness.' As an ecclesiastic he 
was honored in his own diocese and in 
the church at large; being held in high; 
esteem even^ by, those who took'issue 
with the ideas which he held as one of 
the exponents of extreme ritualism and 
as a leader in the movement, as yet un- 
successful, to have the word Catholic 
substituted for that of Protestant in the j 
name of the church under whose banner | 
he served so loyally,

GREAT INTEREST IN MISSIONS. 
Bishop Nicholson's name was always 


prominently identified with the mission- 
ary cause and he accomplished much in 
this line of work, both by personal ef- 
fort and by his generous gifts. The plan 
.of having the clergy and laity pf the dio- 
cese take out life insurance., policies for 
an endowment fund for the work origin- 
ated with him and lias proved1 singularly 
successful. 


It was this devotion to the misisonary 


phase of his -work in the diocese which 
was largely responsible for his contin- 
ued frailty, for he never spared himself 
in his visitations to the over 100 parishes 
and misisons in the diocese. He did not 
confine himself to his own diocese, how- 
ever, and many a struggling mission in 
the northern part of the state looks 
back with pleasure to some special visit 
which he made them. 


INCIDENT OF HIS SYMPATHY. 


Of the many incidents by which he 


manifested bis sympathy for these small 
missions comparatively few are known 
beyond the immediate circle of those in- 
terested. One which makes strong -ap- 
peal • and .which reveals one of the;quali- 
ties of his many sided nature was.print- 
ed in the'Epivorth Herald, a; Methodist 
publication, as a contract to a .Califor- 
nia pastor who ordered'a woman-in the 
"congregation with a crying infant to re- 
move the baby from the church.

of irritation of his throat, that had been 
causing him some inconvenience. He felt 
for his pocket, while continuing to speak, 
now at a fortissimo scale; there were 
still a half dozen gumdrops remaining. 


QUIETS A CRYING BABY. 


"Pausing in his remarks, he walked 


quietly to the pew where the embarrass- 
ed woman held her child, and, patting 
the latter on the head, put one of the 
candies in its mouth. The effect was in- 
stantaneous.

Dur 
ing this series of clashes the students 
worked considerable damage to collage 
buildings, effacing1-the dome on the ob- 
servatory, demolishing several of

smoke flues on University hall, daubing 
paint over several of the main entrances 
of the buildings and otherwise causing 
damage. 


Some time ago President Plantz an- 


nounced that the boys of the freshmen 
and sophomore classes would be given un- 
til yesterday to pay the amount of dam- 
age done. In the morning whan no one 
had offered to pay his share and the 
presidents of both classes announced that 
uo step had been taken'to collect1 the 
funds and reimbursing the institution, 
President. Plantz suspended every^ male 
member of both classes, informing'them 
that not one could return until the mon- 
ey was paid. 


President Goodwin of .Antigo and Bert 


Sawyer of Waupun' of the freshmen and 
sophomore classes were in consultation 
in the afternoon with President Plantz 
and demanded an itemized bill for the 
expense. The president refused to sub- 
mit to their demands. They imparted 
the information to their fellow classmen 
and all decided to remain out until such 
time as the college authorities submit 
to their demapds.., . 


It was just before the 1:30 o'clock 


classes yesterday afternoon- when the 
co-eds of the two clar-scs decided to stay 
by the boys. Every.co-ed of the two 
classes remained out.of school yester- 
day afternoon and assisted tho boys in 
celebrating their holiday. The girls de- 
clare they will not return to college un- 
til the -difficulty -has been cleared up.

Large forces 
of infantry and cavalry were concentrat- 
ed in the vicinity of the "Kazan cathedral 
whose portion .was guarded by soldiery,

PROGRESS OF ESPERANTO. 
e Dpndon chamber of commerce has 


put;.Esperauto among the subjects for 
examination in its educational depart- 
ment. This international language, sue- 
cesteor of the unlamented Volapuk, was 
introduced to the world by Dr. Zamen- 
hbf, a. doctor in Warsaw, Poland, in 1887. 
Bis pamp'hlet, "An International Lang- 
uage, by Dr. Esperanto," published in 
that year, lay dormant for some ten 
years. It is said that 30,000 persons -Can 
now read or write Esperanto, and there 
are some forty journals and magazines 
and some 200 societies or "centres" for 
propagating it. 


About half of the roots in Esperanto 


arc of Latin origin, 28 per cent of Eng- 
lish and 25 per cent of German. There 
is no English q, w, or y in the language. 
There are no silent letters. The accent 
is nlway* on the syllable next to tho 
last. At present, says Everybody's Mag- 
azine, Esperanto consists of about 1000 
roots and from 2000 to 3000 words. Dr. 
Zamenhof holds that by the use of some 
thirty prefixes and suffixes, 
000 root 


words are enough. Its grammar ought 
to be learned in an hour by • anybody 
who knows one of the Latin languages.
